Oat meal is little used as food in this coun- 
try, but it is equal, if not superior, in its nk- 
tritious qualities, to flour from any of the 
other grains ; superior, I have no doubt, to 
most ofthe Hour of the northern latitudes, 
It contains from ten to eighteen per cent. of 
a body having about the same amount of ni- 
trogen or gluten.
